THE “SOO” ROAD. 


Every friend of the Northwest and 
of Canada will be glad to hear of the 
successful opening of traffic over the 
“Soo” connection of the C.P.R. where- 
by freight and passengers from St. 
Paul and Minneapolis are taken to 
Puget Sound on the Pacific coast by a 
Canadian route shorter than that by 
way of the Great Northern or North- 
ern Pacific, which roads run entirely 
through the United States. It is to be 
expected that the placing of the C.P.R. 
on an equal footing with the best pure- 
ly United States roads as a competitor 
for the best United States traffic will 
result in an increase of profit to the 
company. All of which is very satis- 
factory from the point of view not 
only of the stockholders of the com 
pany but of the people of Canada who 
have bonused the C. P. R. so heavily, 
and whose money would be practically 


thrown away if the railway failed to be 


a paying investment. That is to say, 
if the railway could not pay its ~vay it 


could not give satisfactory service and 
if it did not give satisfactory rervice, 
received for the 
On the other hand: 


value would not be 


bonuses granted, 


The better it pays the better service it 
can give and the better assurance the 
taxpayers have that good service will 
be given—that is speaking generally. 
Unfortunately there are details in 
which the principle of, the greater the 
profit the better the service is not put 
in practice. As a matter of fact it 
appears that the profits on the working 
of the road as a whole go to improving 
the service on the part in which it 
eaters into competition with other roads, 
whether that competitign is profitable 
For instance it is scarcely to 


or not. 
ba expected that the profits derived 
from the “Soo” route itself will be as 
great as those derived from the main 
line itself; for obvious reasons, one of 
which is that the rates over it will 
necessarily be very much lower on 
account of the direct competitiun of two 
other roads. At the same time it is 
generally admitted that the accom- 
modation which it will afford will be 
superior to that on the main line. This 
is one direct result of competition ; and 
another perhaps not quite as direct but 
quite as certain and more important is 
that as a result of the competition 
afforded by the C. P. R. the tiwn cities 
on the Mississippi and the cities on 


Puget Sound will be given a very great 
advantage over the Canadian cities of 
Winnipeg and Vancouver which still 
lack that competition. This is a feature 
of the case that will bear enquiry. Up 
to a certain point it may be well enough 
to wtand back and cheer when the C. P. 
R. makes an extra good stroke of busi- 
ness in the United States jn competi- 
tion with other roads, by cutting under 
their rates, But the point has been 
reached in the Northwest when the 
people are anxious for an opportunity 
to cheer for business done in this coun- 
try on somewhat similar rates. _ If it is 
such good business to pull United States 
passengers and freight from one side of 
the coatinent to the other at certain 
low rates the people here would like to 
know why it seems to be considered 
such bad business to do the like in the 
Northwest. All things in reason, of 
course. Weunderstand that in order 
to run a railway at all a certain staff of 


men and supply of material must be 
kept up, and that it is better to have 
these men and this material earning 
bare wages partof the time or even 
half wages rather than doing nothing. 
We also know that where there is com- 
petition everything must be handled 
right or there will be no business done. 
But we in the Northwest cannot see 
why if it pays to give low rates and 
good accommodation to secure and in- 
crease business on competing portions 
of the C.P. R. system it would not 
also pay to adopt—to a moderate de- 


gree of course—a like policy on the 


arts of the system where the ipcrease 


of business depends upon the settlement 
of the country and the settlement of 
the country depends upon the satisfact- 

ory nature of the railroad service given 
and the rates charged for that service. 

When the service given over the “Soo” 
system is considered and the rates charg. 

ed for that service, and then the service 
over the Calgary and Edmonton branch 
and the rates charged for that service, 

it is apparent that the difference is great- 
erin both cases than strict business 
would warrant, tosay nothing of the 
bonus of $80,000 ayear which the 

company gets for operating this branch, 

The fact of the matter is that while 

everyone will admit the business ability 

of the president of the C. P. R. and his 

success financially and otherwise as a 

railroad manager it must be atlmitted 

that for the sole and only purpose for 

which the C. P.R. was _ bonused so 

heavily as it was by the Canadian people 

both in its main line and its branches 

—that is to induce the speedy settle- 

ment of the Northwest—it has fallen 

immeasurably short of the expectations 

indulged in and the promises held out 

twelve years ago. If the reason was 
never plain before it is plain now, that 
the policy of the company is not the 
policy of developement but the policy 
of grab. If half the attenticn had been 
paid in past years to the development 
of local traffic that has been paid to 
securing United States traffic, and if 
half as favorable rates had been given 
Northwest business that have been 
given United States business this coun- 
try in itsevery part would have been 
vastly more populous and prosperous 
than itis. It may besaid that such 
a policy could not h ave been followed 
successfully. Perhaps so, but it was 
just such a policy that under far less 
fivorable circumstances covered the 
barren Dakotas with settlers and made 
the Great Northern the most profitable 
railroad in America. Different men 
have different methods, and one man 
may not be able to work successfully 
along the lines followed by another, 
but with all due deference to the great 
Van Horne he has not been as good a 
man for his company or for this coun- 
try as Jim Hill has been for the com- 
pany and country over which he pre- 
sides, although the former had the 
better country and the better backing. 

The Great Northern’s policy has been 

to spare no effort to settle up the coun- 

try, to develop local traffic, while the 

policy of the C. P. R. seems to be to 

look upon the country as an accident, to 

be taken advantage of while present 

circumstances exist for fear they wi} 
not continue, and to play for United 

States business as the only sure thing. 

A short sketch of the situation in this 
part of the country may not be out of 
order right, here. When the branch 
road was opened to Edmonton it was 
no doubt expected todo a losing busi- 
ness, Instead of this being [the case 
however, immigration began to come in 
and business to increase steadily from 
the day the road opened until now. 
Instead of increase of business being 
followed by an improvement in the 
service, it is not nearly asgood now as it 
was at first, forthe simple reason that 
there is more work to be done and no 
more material to do it with. The 
result is that owing to the slow 
time made, the inconvenient hours of 
arrival and departure and the poor ac- 
commodation afforded, the class of travel- 
lers who would naturally be expected 
to patronize the line extensively—that 
is men of means travelling for pleasure 
and at the same time looking for in- 
vestments—simply avoid it, to the 
detriment of the country andto the 
direct loss of the road. This too, when 
no route of equal length in this coun- 
try offers equal scenic attractions and

good investments. But it is in regard 
to outgoing freight rates that our prin- 
cipal complaint lies. This is above 
everything a producing :country. Its 
specialties are cattle, wheat, oats, barley, 
vegetables and hay.

there are quantities of the other articles 
mentioned for export. In parts of 
Southern Alberta and in British Colum- 
bia there is a brisk demand for some or 
all of these articles. The distance from 
Edmonton to Calgary is 200 miles and 
from Edmonton to the coast about 700 
miles. The distance to Port Arthur is 


something like 1,500 miles and to Mon- 
treal something like 2,500. We are 
given a rate of 33c per hundred to Port 
Arthur or 50c per hundred to Montreal, 
to neither of which places do we wish 
to ship a pound, while we are charged 
24c to Calgary and 50c to Vancouver, 
where we do want to ship every pound 
of our surplus products. If these rates 
permitted the shipment of large 
quantities of produce and_ the 
railway made big money out of them 
they might look like business, but 
they have been practically prohibitory 
so far, owing to the state of the market, 
and as a consequence the railway has 
made no money out of them, the farm- 
ers have not increased their acreage 
as they otherwise would have done, 
and the progress of the country has 
been correspondingly retarded. If the 
main line of the C. P. R. had not cost 
this country twenty-five million dollars 
and twenty-five million acres of land, 
and if this branch was not costing the 
country $80,000 a year in cash_ besides 
its land grant, there might be less room 
for complaint at this course of action. 
But if this isa Canadian road built with 
Canadian money for the development of 
Canada, it is about time that the ques- 
tion of the development of the country 
was being considered in its manage- 
ment.

DUTIES. 


Under the present law homestead duties may be 
performed in three ways, to be decided on making 
entry : 

1. Three years’ cultivation and residence, during 
which period the settler may not be absent for more 
than six months in any one year withont forfeiting 
the entry. 

2. Residence for. three vears within two miles of 
the homestead and actual residence for 3 months in 
a habitable house next prior to application for patent. 
Ten acres must be broken the first year after 
entry, 15 acres additional in the second and 15 in 
the third year; 10 acres to be in crop the second 
year, and 25 acres the third year. 

3. A settler may reside anywhere for the first two 
years, in the first year breaking 5 acres, in the second 
cropping said 5 and breaking additional 10,also building 
a habitable house. The entry is forfeited if residence 
is not commenced at: the expiration of 2 years frotm 
date of entry, Thereafter the settler must reside 
upon and cultivate his homestead for at least six 
months in each year for three years. 
may be taken by anyone who has performed the 
duties to entitle him to a certificate of recommenda- 
tion for the first homested on or prior to the second 
day of June, 1889. 

Forfeited or cancelled Pre-Emptions may be taken 
as second homesteads.
